This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 



the claimed invention: a method of making a radial tire wherein the radially outer end of the 
bead apex overlaps the radially inner end of the wide breaker ply in each bead portion and the 
edge of the breaker ply is adjacent to either the carcass turn-up portion (Figure 3a) or the carcass 
main portion (Figure 3b).
